Starting out last Friday morn- 
‘ing in the rain for our “Tops” 
State Rally Day in Augusta, 
proved to be the start of a wery 
fulfilling week end for me, so this 
‘week I would like to share some 
o€ its highlights with you, Rolling 
along the countryside down Rt. 2 
to pick up 219'in Turner, ‘with 
three of my contemporaries, we 
all. enjoyed viewing the lush emer- 
ald fields of green, interspersed

Stately trees were even Breen, and 
live native trout, swam about in 
‘a, miniature stream. The extreme- 
iy Jute exhibit of our sea coast 
and its ferrain, was arranged: so 
attractively, one could almost hear 
the pounding of the surf, as. thie 
fades. came. into a tiny miniature 
bay, Other exhibits portrayed in 
detail, the mining, fishing and 
Jumiber, tools and the machineiry 
needed to pursue these individual 
occupations. One could board a 
partially restored vessel and peek 
down, into its hold, seeing the 
wooden kegs and other merchan- 
dise the ship was carrying in: this 
era of our great past. I only wish 
we had had more time to linger 
and really study each exhibit care- 
fully in great detail. The rest of 
our trip was spent in great com- 
panionship, we all got to know 
‘each other a little bit better, and 
at. our convention a great many 
mew methods were discussed, that 
will aid tis all in combatting the 
constant “Battle of the Bulge’’ and 
shedding those un-wanted and un- 
healthy pounds. The speaker of 
the evening was Dr. Valerie Nybo, 
who is affiliated Mwith the State 
Board of Health and Education. Of 
course being Friday, the 18th we

Wild River Echoes 

In our memory trips in that 
wonderful time of long ago, shall 
we pause for a moment, and re- 
flect on the birth and demise of 
that manvelous: and majestic mon- 
ument of that era — “The Wild 
Riyer Covered Bridge” in Gilead? 

Gilead, a Biblical name, was al- 
go named for the “Balm of Gil- 
ead” trees that then grew in the 
center of the town, This town mas 
incorporated in 1809—some eleven 
years prior to Maine becoming a 
state. 

Shortly after this, it ‘became in- 
iereasingly evident of the very 
great need of a good sturdy bridge 
to. span the every unpredictable 
and ‘Wild’ River, which up to this 
point in time, had to be forded, 
for any Hast and West travel. 

‘So. the good, hardworking resi- 
derits and taxpayers: proceeded to 
call a Special Town Meeting, and 
ananminuolsy voted to raise and 
appropriate. the necessary funds 
for the purchase of lumber etc. 
for this project. All labor vas on 
a voluntary basig as was the cus- 
tom of the time, 

Now, as old Town Records would 
verify, the taxpayers having been 
in a rather generous: mood, also 
voted to raise the necessiary funds 
for, (of all things?), the purchase 
of 22 gal. of the finest New Eng- 
Jand Rum obtainable. This treait, 
ot treatment, of course, was dos- 
pensed in a ‘very judicious. manner 
to the hardy bridge builders and 
laborers, who gave so generously 
of ‘their time and expertise. 


It was quite apparent that the’ 


‘Prohibition Movement had not be- 
come very efficiently established 
in Gilead at that time, - This 
prompted ithe few temperance 
workers, to label poor, young, and 
growing Gilead — ‘‘The Valley of 
Sin”! 

Well, anyway this beautiful, stur- 
dy bridge was built in the course 
of a couple years and served the 
needs of the travelor for. a cen- 
tury or more. Yours truly wit- 
nessed, in the great flood of No- 
vember 1927—the rushing waters 
flowing through this bridge ‘waist 
high—it would bend, creak and 
groan, but you could imagine hear- 
ing it exclaim: —‘“I refuse to 
move; I will not abandon this job 
I was destined to do; 2 will tena- 
ciously cling to these solid rock 
abutments. and piers’’—and this it 
did, so nobly! 

Many of the more rigid steel 
bridges wére carried atway in this 
most vicious flood of 1927. 

It may be amusing to reflect 
that the record of the fine Work 
of the designers and builders of 
this dunable old piece of architec- 
ture probably finally had ihe 
blessing of the temperance work- 
ers, ag this bridge turned out to 
be a very useful tool in the en- 
forcement of the Prohibition Law 
in the 1920’s. A trap for the rum- 
runners, smuggling booze from 
‘Canada, was set up on the in- 
side at each end of the bridge. A» 
strong timber was. hoisted up and 
so placed that they could be trip- 
ped easily, thus effectively block- 
ing the escape of the culprits! 

This rather fun job, I believe, 
fell to Mr. Davis, sheriff, of Beth- 
el, ‘and deputies from Bethel and 
Gilead. 

It wag indéed convenient for 
the arresting officers, that the 
Court’s quarters were just east 
of the bridge, in the home of 
Judge, the Honorable Mr. Ben- 
nett. 

_It was reported that he as. the 
dispenser of law and justice, de- 
mandéd that samples from every 
car loaded with the forbidden li- 
quid, had to be taken from each 
and every jug, bottle and can, for

Today, once again the clouds 
broke away; just-a little at first, 
then everything turned toward a 
nice day. ;

shines” so I went, but sas wh- 


prepared. These flies in thetir laval 
state require more oxygen than 
most aquatic insects and are found 
often: in swift water with tumbling 
cascades where their bodies cover 
the deluged rocks like dense moss. 
So I think that is why there are 
so many of them this spring; plen- 
ty of water anyway. 

I walked the road then entered 
the high green silence of jthe for- 
est. 

I turned right sharply and en- 
tered 1a little opening floored with 
ferns and uneven with moldering 
mounds of stumps. 

The hillside to the right fell 
away in steep descent. 

I stopped here to use my binoc- 
ulars on ithe view. Endless ridges 
stretched away before me. Below 
this, farms, roads, and woods, 
spread up the valley to the farth- 
est limits of my vision. All across 
this, patches of sunshine followed 
each other, dappling the valley. 
The days of advancing spring 
seemed,to have come, I was quite 
at home here in the forest, alone 
in a wild and lovely place. 

I found a small pool axound 
which tall trees shadowed its ih- 
ruffled waters. 

There was a whiff of spring, the 
smell of warming trees, for the 
résin was beginning to soften. I 
crushed a few balsam needles and

After an hour among the éver- 
greetis and tender leaf trees, I 
crossed a déad pine ivhich Had 
fallen and shattered itself (I hop- 
ed I wouldn’t) and thought it was 
time to start for home.

Telstar’s 
‘Projection Graduation”, a chem- 
ical free alternative for seniors, 
will feature activities at Hillside 
Racquetball Club in South Paris, 
a dance and mowvie at Telstar Re- 
gional High School, and, finally, a 
breakfast at the American Legion 
‘Hall in Bethel.

However, they repre- 
serit a substantial and significant 
effort by the community and the 
schools to try to address this prob- 
lem by making students aware of 
the dangers of chemical abuse, 
by providing alternatives for stu- 
dents who choose not to use drugs 
and alcohol, and by demonstrating 
a willingness to help students who 
recognize they have a problem. It 
is only through this kind of joint 
effort, where the school and the 
community show they care about 
the area youth, that we can begin 
to turn the tide on drugs and alco- 
hol abuse that pervades out

stitution, the states retain full au- 
thority over local governments 
which exist as subdivisions. of stalte 
governments, The state establishes 
our physical boundaries and grants 
eertain responsibilities. to the local 
government, The state debermines 
what kind of taxes a communilly 
can levy and may set tax and 
spending limits, Thus, if there are 
to be changes made away from al- 
most total dependence on the prop- 
erty tax to fund local services, 
they must come from the State 

' Legislature rather than the Town 
Meeting forum. 

Concerned about the adverse im- 
pact of deferring capital repairs, 
the Board of Selectmen voted in 
mid-April to support a new legis- 
lative proposal designed to help 
stabilize local property tax, Over 
210 Maine town amd city board's 
and councils approved similar re- 
solutions of support; 29 voted it 
down, On May 16, the bill was in- 


troduced to the Joint Comunittee . 


on Taxation, with representatives 
of our Board pmesent to speak for 
tthe bill (LD 1258). 

Key features of the bill would 
change the present 5% sales tax 
ou meals and. lodging to ia:7% meals 
and jodging tax, consistent with 
valtes charged in neighboring 
states and provinces, This. would 
generate revenues to increase the 
state revenue sharing program 
and, also, to fund the expanded 
tourism program supported by the 
Brenan, administration. Enact- 
ment of the bill could mean an 
increase in revenue sharing for 
Bethel of $21,858 in the firsit year, 
and $32,786 in the second year of 
the biennium. The latter figure 
represents about one mill in Beth- 
el’s property tax rate. 

At the hearing proponents: of the 
bill, led by its sponsor Rep. Mar- 
tin, Speaker of the House, and co- 
sponsor, Sen. Conley, President of 
the Senate, argued that a meals 
and lodging tax is discretionary 
in mature, paid for by patrons 
choosing to travel or eat out and, 
therefore, with the ability to pay. 
Also, since sbate-municipal nreve- 
nue sharing would be the mechan- 
ism for distributing the added 
revenues, seasonal residents who 
pay their share of property taxes 
would receive the same tax relief 
as year round residents, Oppo- 
nents claim that the restaurant 
and innkeeper professions are be- 
ing singled out to carry the bur- 
den of a new tax snd that. this 
measure has not had adequate 
‘public debate. However, both sides 
of the debate generally agreed 

. that property tax relief was ur- 
gently needed, 

In work sessions, the Taxation 
Committee will attempt to. work 
out differences of opinion as to 
how property tax relief can, best 
be accomplished. Meanwhile inter- 
ested citizens are focusing om Au- 
gusta to see whether the Legisla- 
ture, in the words of Sen. Conley, 
will “‘take the initiative this ses- 
sion to relieve the burden on. the 
property flax.”
